Influence was one of ths most powerful, 
surest and unmistakable of 1 
always goes in one way „ 2 time. Chriet 
said: No man could serve two masters,’’ 
and that “he that is not for me is against 
me.“ There is and can be no neutral 
ground. In the great lawsuit in Detroit, 
when fifty or sixty men were tried for 
depredations on the Michigan Central rail - 
road—a tria! lastiog for five months—it was 
contended that the cattle killed had the 
right to the track as free commoners On a 
free common. But the court held that 
they were not free commoners because there 
was no such th:ng as a free common. 

Parents exert an ſufluence upon their 
children either for good or evil. They send 
their children off to Sunday school while 
they remain at bome and read newspapers 
Their example counteracts their precepts 
Parents often scold children for not burry 
ing off to school when they have been neg- 
ligent in making preparations for them to 
go. Many parents never encourage their 
children to study, oreven take the trouble 
to see whether they have any le:sons at all. 
A child is more gen:itive than an adult and 
soon gets discouraged under such circum- 
stances. Parents often tell their children 
to get their lessons but never control them 
Children thus learn to disobey their parents 
and their teachers and consequently under- 
rate the Sunday school. 

Parents should set a good wholesome ex- 
ample by studying the lessons at home with 
the children, and make arrangements to be 
wita them st Sunday school.
